K-State mobility 




Students, 

Welcome back from spring break! 
I hope you found time to relax, watch 
some Netflix and maybe study a bit as 
well (only joking on that last one). 

As I've touched on several times 
in this weekly column, one of the big- 
gest goals Jake and I had when we ran 
for office a year ago was to improve 
technology and mobility at K-State. 
Along with Theo Stavropoulos, SGAs 
Technology Coordinator, we've made 
progress on our goal: we've worked 
to bring mobile charging stations to a 
few of the highest-trafficked buildings 
around campus, we've installed a 
wifi-error reporting link on KSOL, and 
this week. Student Senate will vote on 
over $50,000 worth of improvements 
in Student Union wireless internet 
coverage. 

As our term ends in a couple of 
weeks, we're happy to report progress 
on one of our most exciting goals 
— that of a comprehensive K-State 
mobile app on which students, faculty, 
and staff can access course content, 
receive K-State updates and alerts, 
access financial information, and more. 
We've been working all year with at 
least three major entities involved with 
the idea: K-State Online's leadership; 
iSIS's directors; and K-State Commu- 
nications and Marketing, the producers 
of the already -existing K-State app. 
Hearing the ideas of all three groups 
and working to coordinate them has 
taken some time, but we're excited to 
now be moving forward in a unified 
way toward the goal of greater mobility 
at K-State. 

This week, one of the most import- 
ant steps in the process will occur: a 
survey will be released to all students 
tomorrow morning via email so the 
individuals involved with the devel- 
opment of an app will know the exact 
path to take from now on. How import- 
ant is access to textbook information, 
parking garage availability information, 
grades or course content? How about 
financial aid information, transcripts 
and push notifications? All of this and 
more will be asked of us this week 
via the survey. Your participation is 
not only important — it is vital to the 
future of mobility at K-State! 

Once survey results are compiled, 
the technology -related entities on 
campus will know which potential app 
components are most important to stu- 
dents, and therefore, what they should 
prioritize highest as they build an 
improved app. Obviously, that path will 
continue after Jake and I leave office, 
and we're happy that Reagan Kays and 
Cody Kennedy are on board with the 
initiative and will continue to represent 
students throughout the process. 

Please fill out the survey tomor- 
row, and encourage everyone you know 
to do the same!

JefFMittie unveiled as new women's basketball coach

Nine days after K-State athletic 
director John Currie announced the 
firing of long-time women's basket- 
ball coach Deb Patterson, the pro- 
gram has a new coach- former TCU 
head coach Jeff Mittie. 

"Coach Mittie 's success as a 
head coach at three different institu- 
tions. Midwest background as well 
as his reputation as a top-notch re- 
cruiter make him the ideal fit to lead 
our women's basketball program," 
K-State athletics director John Currie 
said in his official statement. "We set 
out to find the very best basketball 
coach for K-State, whose personal 
values and integrity reflects those of 



our university and one that appreci- 
ates the unique opportunity of being 
part of our strong basketball tradition 
and commitment to championship 
performances, and we are confident 
that Jeff Mittie is that person." 

A native of Blue Springs, Mo., 
Mittie will be coaching his fourth 
program in what will be his 23rd 
season as a head coach. To begin his 
coaching resume, Mittie made a short 
three-season stay at his alma mater, 
NCAA Division-II Missouri Western, 
and a four-season stint as the head 
coach of Arkansas State. 

His most recent coaching expe- 
rience came from a 15 season stay 
at Big 12 foe TCU. Mittie went SOS- 
ITS in his 15 -years in Fort Worth, 
TX., helping the Homed Frogs to an 
impressive streak of 11 -consecutive 
postseason appearances, including 



nine-NCAA tournament appearanc- 
es. 

Mittie left his mark on the 
Homed Frogs, tuming around a pro- 
gram that only had 208 wins and 
four-winning seasons in its first 22 
years. As he departs the program, the 
Homed Frogs now have 511 wins 
as a program. During his 15 seasons 
with the Homed Frogs, Mittie gar- 
nered his only losing season of his 
22-year coaching career. 

The Wildcats' new coach has 
gamered five conference coach of the 
year awards, while winning nine con- 
ference championships in four-differ- 
ent conferences. 

Averaging 21 wins a season, 
Mittie inherits a program that hasn't 
won 21 games in a season since the 
2010-2011 campaign. 

A factor that made the decision 



for Mittie easier was his wife, Shan- 
na's, connection with the local com- 
munity. She was raised in Junction 
City, and graduated from Chapman 
High School. 

A good sign for the Wildcats is 
that Mittie knows how to foster great 
scorers, coaching 10 of the 12 play- 
ers in the Homed Frogs' 1,000-point 
club. This is good news for the young 
talent that the new coach will inherit 
over the next few seasons. 

One of the young players that 
Mittie will inherit is freshman guard 
Leticia Romero. Romero gamered 
All-Big 12 Second Team honors, 
also being voted onto the All-Big 12 
Freshman team. 

"This was the youngest team in 
the Big 12 this year, so I am excited 
to work with the players," Mittie said 
according to K-State Sports. 



Bicycle-friendly routes to increase

As the weather warms up, more students 
may be leaving their cars behind and 
converting to bicycles to get to cam- 
pus or around town. Manhattan is recognized 
as a bike-friendly community by the League 
of American Bicyclists, aiding in these ped- 
al-powered trips. 

Dave Colbum, manager at The Pathfinder 
and member of the City of Manhattan's Bicycle 
Advisory Committee, said he believes Manhat- 
tan has become more cyclist, pedestrian and 
driver friendly over the last five years. 

"There are maps online that help you navi- 
gate around town," Colbum said. "It shows the 
safest routes. It's gotten better and it's getting 
better." 

The Bicycle Advisory Committee, as- 
sembled in 2008, meets once a month. They 
have contributed to making Manhattan a more 
bike-friendly community by working to im- 
prove transportation infastructure, promoting 
bicycle-related safety to cyclists, organizing 
cycling activities in the community and helping 
to establish new bicycle routes. 

"Moro Street is now called a bike bou- 
levard," Colbum said. "There are more bike 
boulevards to come, more bike lanes to come. 
There's going to be a bike lane that comes north 
of Manhattan Avenue. It's called contraflow 
bike lane." 

According to Colbum, the contraflow lane 
will allow cyclists to travel against the flow of 
one-way traffic on Manhattan Avenue south of 
Aggieville, which has long been viewed as a 
problem area. 

"The Bike Advisory Committee had seen 
that intersection as a problem for a long time, 
so the city started redoing that intersection. The 
Bicycle Advisory Committee asked that an al- 
temative be designed, so the city staff came up 
with a contraflow lane, where bicycles are al- 
lowed to go against the traffic even though it's 
a one way street," Colbum said. 

Creating bike lanes can effectively enhance 
or improve a cyclist's perception of safety, ac- 
cording to the New Jersey Bicycle & Pedestri- 
ans Resource Center. They also reduce the risk 
of bicycle-related injuries by half, according to 
the American Joumal of Public Health. 

Safety first 

As a long-time bicycle advocate, Colbum 
said he continues to witness cyclists violate 
traffic laws while riding. He encouraged more 
enforcement of Manhattan bicycle regulations 
to reduce these actions and spread awareness 
among unaware cyclists. 

"I've been at it for five years on the Bi- 
cycle Advisory Committee saying we need 
more education and more enforcement for the 
existing mles," Colbum said. "Not because I'm 
anti-bicycling, but I'm pro-bicycling. If some-

thing gets misused, that creates problems." 

Officer Matthew Droge, public informa- 
tion officer for the Riley County Police Depart- 
ment, is a member of the department's patrol 
bike unit. Droge, widely known as 'Twitter cop' 
for his work with the department's social media 
accounts, said there are many areas of town that 
are designed to make biking easy. 

They also work to make biking safer, 
Droge said. 

"The only thing we really do as far as 
biking concems is transfer laws that go hand- 
in-hand with biking to kind of make the road a 
little bit more safe, maybe cause people to think 



a little bit more about sharing the road," Droge 
said. 

Jonathan Lee, junior in geography, 
also believes Manhattan is becoming more 
bike-friendly due to its transportation improve- 
ments. 

"It's getting better," Lee said. "There's 
more bike lanes than what it used to be." 

Colbum also said that he felt that Manhat- 
tan is, overall, a bicycle-friendly town. 

"I'm very comfortable riding my bicycle 
all over town, but I understand there's a lot of 
people who aren't," Colbum said. "But every- 
one has a different tolerance level."

After watching the 
recent PSA, "Ban Bossy," I 
felt bossed around. And con- 
fused. And hungry. I've got 
these women telling me not 
to use the word "bossy" be- 
cause it "discourages young 
girls from leadership posi- 
tions," but aren't the women 
on the PSA being bossy by 
banning a word? Let's just 
ban the word "ban," that 
way bossy women can stop 
banning things and make me 
a sandwich already. 

This is just like the re- 
cent remodel of Barbie. The 
new doll was created to look 
"average," because "average 
is beautiful," and apparently 
young girls' image of "beau- 
tiful" is distorted, when they 
play with hot dolls, to look 
like a 5-foot-7-inch blonde 
bombshell with killer knock- 
ers and a bubble butt. 

What? When I was 5, 
I was more concerned with 
cutting my Barbies' hair and 
seeing what happened when 
I ripped her legs out, than 
with why my stomach wasn't 
flat like theirs. 

When I was 7, 1 was 
called "bossy" all the time (It 
hasn't stopped since then, ei- 
ther. Clearly, with good rea- 
son). It never bothered me. 
It never seemed to bother 



any of my girl friends when 
they were called "bossy" 
either. To be honest, I barely 
remember any of this, which 
is exactly why I can validate 
that "bossy" never mattered 
to young girls . 

But we can pretend that 
it does, if you want, for 
the remainder of our time 
together. 

If the word "bossy" 
alone discourages girls, how 
in the hell can they be a lead- 
er? If you want to be a lead- 
er, you better brace yourself 
for many more "b"-words to 
be hurled your way. 

If we assume that just 
a word can hurt a young 
girl, we are weakening their 
spirits with such an accusa- 
tion by itself. We should be 
building up our young girls 
to learn how to be rightfully 
bossy, instead. 

For example, "Damn 
right I'm bossy. You may 
not ask me out over text." or 
"Hi, I'm bossy. Now would 
you please open the door for 
me?" Maybe even something 
like, "I will not have sex 
with you. I'm bossy." 

Why are we encourag- 
ing young girls to stand up 
to a word when they have 
the power to stand up for 
so many greater things? 
Why don't we try banning 
self-disrespect, urban decay, 
or fatherless homes? 

Don't get me wrong, I 
think encouraging girls to 
fill leadership roles is an 
awesome thing. I'm writ- 
ing angsty columns for a 
university newspaper, and 
I'm aware I can only do so 
because of the actions of 
many great leaders, many 
females. But greatness and 



leadership is not determined 
simply by a person's level of 
authority. 

You don't have to be the 
CEO of Fortune 500 Compa- 
ny to be a positive leader. 

Mother Theresa was 
a badass while she was 
willingly living in a slum 
among the poor. She never 
went to a university, minored 
in Leadership Studies, or 
played with "average"-look- 
ing Barbie doll. But she was, 
and is, an incredible and 
selfless leader. 

"Ban Bossy" furthers 
the idea that girls need to 
receive a higher education 
and stay in the workplace in 
order to be productive and a 
great leader. So many of my 
friends' biggest dreams are 
to be a good mother- what 
does "Ban Bossy" have to 
say about this? I'd like to 
know. Because moms are 
bossy as hell, and they know 
it. They have to be, or else 
we'd all be smelly, malnour- 
ished bums that don't know 
how to read. 

Bossy is a good thing. 
It means you're standing up 
for something. And if we 
continue to assume that five 
letters diminishes a young 
girl's motivations, then we 
need to start rethinking our 
sensitivity thresholds. And 
the message that effective 
leadership is found in the 
title before a woman's name 
is more damaging than any- 
thing. Who cares if a girl is 
bossy? She's probably right 
anyways ... like a boss.

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Campaign tactics not right for target audience; Girls Scouts more effective 




Sheryl Sandberg wrote 
Lean In, a book in response 
to her 2010 TEDTalk about 
the ways women hold them- 
selves back. Sandberg set out 
to change that with her book, 
collecting stories of how 
women had been treated on 
the job. Now she focuses on 
girls; "Ban Bossy" is her new 
campaign to empower young 
women to take back such 
slurs as "bossy", "pushy", 
and "stubborn" that are used 
mostly against females. 
She's teamed up with pop 
idols like Bey once and Jane 



Lynch of Glee, as well as the 
long-established bastion of 
girl power, the Girl Scouts of 
the USA. The Girl Scouts are 
a great partner for Sandberg 
- they have a reputation of 
being more forward-thinking 
than their Boy Scout coun- 
terparts on issues of gender 
equality and technological 
fields. 

Until I researched Lean 
In, I had no idea who Sand- 
berg was , let alone could I 
recognize her face. No cur- 
rent Girl Scouts are featured 
in the initial "Ban Bossy" 
video, and if the adults and 
young girls in the second 
video were current or former 
Scouts, there is no mention 
of it. In the fine print of 
GSUSA's #BanBossy page, 
it states they "may not create 
programs or products using 
the marks ofLeanIn.org ... 
GSUSA is working with 
Leanln.org to develop pro- 
grammatic materials that will 
be distributed to Councils 



and troops at no cost ... (and) 
collaborating on products that 
Councils (or) troops will able 
to purchase." 

It sounds like the Girl 
Scouts don't see any of the 
revenue of those "#Ban- 
Bossy" T-shirts. The accom- 
plishments of other video 
guests such as Condoleezza 
Rice and Anna Maria Chavez, 
the CEO of Girl Scouts, 
are good goals for girls to 
emulate, but their stories may 
be hard to grasp for their 
audience. If the video was all 
a girl saw of the campaign, 
it seems unlikely to leave a 
mark. 

As much as Sandberg 
may have helped adults , she 
is missing the real issues 
with young girls . Girl-on-girl 
bullying is the bane of most 
middle schoolers' existenc- 
es, something "Ban Bossy" 
doesn't address. Pointing out 
the language of the girls that 
made fun of me in middle 
school did absolutely nothing 



to deter them. But no one 
made fun of me when I was 
out in the dirt at my local Girl 
Scout Day Camp, Friendship 
Fields, canoeing, hiking and 
doing archery before Katniss 
Everdeen made it cool. I still 
volunteer there every summer 
because I see the impact it 
makes on girls of all ages and 
social positions. The girls 
have an amazing ability to 
self-regulate without calling 
each other names . 

Although, I do step in to 
break up some disagreements, 
most girls laugh and play 
together without any inter- 
ruption besides lunch. The 
all-girls enclave of summer 
camps and troop meetings 
give girls the opportunity to 
hash out problems and learn 
to work together without 
the helpful, but sometimes 
helicoptering, eyes of their 
parents and society. 

Their Juliet program, 
for girls that want to partic- 
ipate but don't have enough 



members for a group, allows 
every girl access to the Scout. 
Their most famous enterprise, 
the annual cookie sales, teach 
es girls everything from math 
to marketing. Many girls 
use the money they raise as 
credit towards attending more 
camps, continuing a clear 
rewards cycle. 

On top of her "Ban 
Bossy" campaign, Sandberg 
has another partnership with 
Getty Images, a promi- 
nent stock image dealer, to 
produce more equal repre- 
sentations of genders in their 
stock photography, like men 
changing diapers and women 
as soldiers. It's a great idea, 
and I wish I would have 
thought of it. But the girls 
they are targeting don't use 
stock photography; they don't 
have jobs. While they may be 
more likely to use the hashtag 
"#BanBossy" on Twitter than 
adults, do the girls really see 
any action with the Lean In 
organization? Or would they 



benefit more from the Science 
and Technology badge proj- 
ects available to every level 
of Girl Scouts? 

Sandberg's target is to 
fully integrate too quickly. 
First, girls need to make 
peace with themselves. 
#BanBossy is a good idea 
to keep in mind, but the 
execution has been much 
too sanitized to make a real 
impact of the girls they want 
to empower. GSUSA is miles 
ahead of Sandberg in helping 
girls work together. Camps 
and troops have a real, solid 
impact on the way a girl 
grows up. The ideology of 
"Ban Bossy" needs to meet 
the grittiness of real work in 
groups of girls. Until we can 
have meaningful engagement 
with girls as a united front, 
we are just adults talking over 
their heads.

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Wildcats rack up six wins during spring break

While K-State students head- 
ed south to the beaches or 
loafed on the couch watch- 
ing March Madness, the K-State 
baseball team kept themselves busy 
by playing eight games in 12 days, 
picking up six wins. 

The team swept Northern Colo- 
rado in three straight games on March 
14-15, took two more games against 
Air Force on the 18th and 19th, and 
then began Big 12 play this weekend 
by going 1-2 against Oklahoma in 
Norman, Okla. 

The team now sits at 14-9 overall 
and 1-2 in conference play, and have 
won all nine contests in Manhattan 
so far this season. After a 1-7 start 
to the season, K-State has gone 13- 
2, including a win streak of a dozen 
games. 

The Wildcats dominated North- 
em Colorado in every way they could, 
outscoring the Bears 45-3 over three 
games. 

In the first matchup with the 
Bears on March 14, sophomore start- 
er Levi MaVorhis tossed a 2-hit shut- 
out to lead K-State to a 10-0 victory, 
striking out eight batters and needing 
just 85 pitches to navigate through 
nine scoreless innings. 

On March 15, the teams played 
a double header. K-State's bats roared 
to life in game one as the Wildcats 
won 24-3. K-State banged out 20 hits 
and drew eight walks in the game, as 
five players had multi-hit games. Nine 
of the 20 hits went for extra bases, 
while senior center fielder Ross Kivett 
led all players with four hits. 

Senior starter Jared Moore de- 
livered another quality start, allowing 
three runs off seven hits over seven 
innings with five strikeouts and one 
walk for his fourth win of the season. 

K-State won final game of the se-

ries 11-0 as the Wildcats pitching staff 
kept the Bears off the board while the 
offense had 16 more hits. Junior right 
fielder Mitch Meyer and senior third 
baseman R.J. Santigate each had three 
hits in the contest. 

In a midweek series against the 
Air Force, the Wildcats extended their 
win streak to 12 straight with a couple 
wins as the offense stayed hot. 

On March 18, K-State won 17-2. 
They generated 17 more hits and drew 
a staggering 10 walks while freshman 
starter Nate Griep won his first game 
as a Wildcat, allowing two runs over 
five innings. The righty struck out five 
and walked just one in the outing. 

The offense was quieter the fol- 



lowing day, but the Wildcats still put 
together a 4-0 victory. K-State used 
five pitchers to hold the Air Force 
scoreless and allowed just two com- 
bined hits while walking just one in 
the game. 

K-State's string of victories was 
broken when they opened up Big 12 
play against the Oklahoma Sooners 
by dropping two straight on Friday 
and Saturday. On Sunday, they add- 
ed another tally to the win column to 
bring the season total to 14. 

MaVorhis struggled on the 
mound on Friday, allowing four runs 
and 10 hits over 4 2/3 innings with no 
strikeouts or walks en route to an 1 1-4 
loss. Santigate and senior first base- 



man Shane Conlon each had two hits 
on offense. 

K-State fared little better on Sat- 
urday, dropping the game 11-2 for 
their second straight loss. Moore al- 
lowed two runs - one earned - over 
4 2/3 innings, but sophomore Jake 
Matthys struggled mightily in 1 1/3 
innings of relief, allowing eight runs 
off eight hits and three walks. 

Matthys has suffered an abysmal 
start to the 2014 season after a stel- 
lar campaign netted him the Big 12 
Freshman of the Year award last year. 
His ERA now sits at 14.09. 

The offense struggled from a 
major power outage in the two loss- 
es, failing to record an extra-base hit 



while the Sooners had 12 between the 
two games. 

On Sunday, a three-hit game by 
Kivett gave the offense the boost it 
needed to finally outscore Oklaho- 
ma, but the credit goes to Griep, who 
pitched a three-hit shutout for the 
Wildcats. The win was the team's first 
in conference play and gives the team 
confidence as they prepare for Big 12 
play. 

The baseball team will play 
again against Nebraska-Omaha on 
Tuesday and the University of Ne- 
braska on Wednesday, both at home, 
before traveling to Omaha, Neb. for 
a three-game weekend series against 
Creighton.

Loss doesn't overshadow 
K-State's stellar season

The reality of Friday's 56- 
49 defeat against Kentucky in the 
second round of the NCAA Tour- 
nament was painfully present in 
the K-State locker room. Tears 
had to be held back by several 
players as the media entered the 
room with questions. A trio of 
Wildcats moved to the far comer 
of the room to console one an- 
other. However, as disappointing 
of a result as the final game was, 
it could not overshadow what 
was an outstanding season. 

Even minutes after the 
tough loss, the Wildcats appeared 
to agreed. The group that took 
the court in St. Louis was a far 
cry from the one that fell to 
Georgetown by 27 points in the 
Puerto Rico Tipoff — one game 
in a tournament freshman Mar- 
cus Foster called a turning point 
in the Wildcats' season. 

"Puerto Rico sticks out most 
in my mind," Foster said in the 
locker room after Friday's game. 
"I feel that's when we came 
together as a team. It sucks that 
we had to learn from losing at 
those times, but that's when we 
became a better team. We were 
losing, watching our film, and 
seeing how bad we were playing, 
and it was just little mistakes that 
needed fixing. That's why we 
finished our season so good." 

The Georgetown game was 
the last time this K-State team 



would call itself bad. The Wild- 
cats went on to win 10-straight 
games to boost their record from 
2-3 to 12-3, including a marquee 
victory at home against the, then, 
sixth-ranked Oklahoma State 
Cowboys on Jan. 4. 

What sparked the complete 
180? K-State head coach Bruce 
Weber told the media it was 
attributed to belief, rather than 
X's and O's. 

"I think we told the guys 
that we believed in them, that we 
had to be a great team," Weber 
said. "They bought into it, and 
every day we got together and 
talked about being together. 
(Again) they bought into it. I 
gave them a goal in the middle 
of the season to go undefeated in 
December. They took it and went 
with it and even went a little 
further." 

The Wildcats had every rea- 
son to be motivated to get better. 
Early attendances at Bramlage 
Coliseum were laughable at best, 
as many fans began to think even 
calling the season a "rebuilding 
year" was a stretch. 

"A lot of people were doubt- 
ing us in the beginning of the 
season, but we fought through 
adversity and changed the whole 
outlook of the season," freshman 
guard Wesley Iwundu said. 
"Things went uphill, we went 
on a winning streak in Decem- 
ber, and from there we took off 
through conference play." 

K-State's performance in the 
Big 12 was commendable in its 
own right. In a year where eight 
members of the conference made 
it to some sort of postseason 
action, the Wildcats' 10-8 mark, 
including 8-1 at home, high- 
lighted the positives that came 
from December's streak. Of 
course, dropping nine out of 11 
road games was unsettling, but

1st Infantry men and 
St. Francis, Kan. 
resident receive 
Medals of Honor 

Two veterans from the 
1st Infantry Division of Fort 
Riley were among 24 men to 
receive the Medal of Honor, 



the nation's highest mili- 
tary award, at a ceremony 
on Tuesday. A Kansas man 
from the 24th Infantry Divi- 
sion also received the award. 
It was the largest Medal of 
Honor ceremony in history, 
due in part to the Defense 
Authorization Act, which 
called for a review of Jewish 
and Hispanic veterans to en- 
sure there was no prejudice 
shown in Medal of Honor 
recipients . 

Sgt. Alfred Nietzel was 
recognized posthumously for 
his actions during the Sec- 
ond World War in Heistern, 
Germany, on Nov. 18, 1944. 
When his unit was about to 
be overrun by enemy forces, 
Nietzel, who was originally 
from Queens, N.Y., covered 
his squad members and al- 
lowed them to escape. Niet- 
zel, a member of Company 
H, 2nd Battalion, 16th In- 
fantry Regiment, 1st Infantry 
Division, was killed by an 
enemy hand grenade. 



Sgt. Candelario Gar- 
cia was recognized for his 
actions during the Vietnam 
War. On Dec. 8, 1968, Gar- 
cia destroyed two enemy 
machine gun positions in an 
attempt to aid casualties that 
were in the open and under 
fire near Lai Khe, Vietnam. 
Garcia was a member of 
Company B, 1st Battalion, 
2nd Infantry, 1st Brigade, 1st 
Infantry Division. He died in 
his hometown of Coriscana, 
Texas on Jan. 10, 2013. 

Also recognized was 
Sgt. Jack Weinstein of St. 
Francis, Kan., a member of 
Company G, 21st Infantry 
Regiment, 24th Infantry Di- 
vision. Weinstein's platoon 
came under attack on Oct. 
19, 1951, in the vicinity of 
Kumson, Korea. Weinstein 
volunteered to provide cover 
while his men withdrew. Af- 
ter running out of ammuni- 
tion, he used enemy grenades 
around him to keep the ene- 
my forces back. Weinstein 



held his position until friend- 
ly forces arrived. Weinstein 
died on April 20,2006.
